1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/20/02 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 6,207,100 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded.

3. Claims 1-4, 7-1 1, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Norris. 



4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rahn. Rahn 
teaches the claimed structure but does not teach the access opening in the closure surface. 
Official notice is taken that it is well known to provide a closure within the perimeter of a 
closure. It would have been obvious to employ an inner closure within the lid of Rahn to so that

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the consents could be dispensed without removing the entire lid. The modified cap of Rahn has 
openings in the outer wall and the transition wall. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/6/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The reference to Norris has all the structure and function required by the claim limitation. There 
is no required size for the openings. As seen in cross section in Fig. 3, the rim will be visible. 
Norris. Regarding the reference to Rahn, it is well known in the container art to have a 
secondary closure within the perimeter of a primary closure. These structures are well known 
and it would have been obvious to do so on Rahn to avoid removing the primary closure.
